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1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Use of the term 
concave to describe the portions 14 is objected to since the bottom faces thereof appear to be 
planar (note the teaching on page 2 that a horizontal line D passes through the bottom face, for 
example). 

Appropriate correction is required. 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-5 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
The claims recite an included angle between a bottom face of each of the oblique concave 
portions and a horizontal line of the drive portion of the wrench body. The description of the 
prior art in the instant application appears to differ from what is claimed in that the prior art 
wrench does not have this included angle so that the resultant force only passes through the rim 
of the ratchet wheel as shown in Fig 7. However, the lack of the included angle in the prior art 
appears to result from how the horizontal line C is drawn. It is also possible to draw the 
horizontal line C through the center of the drive portion of the wrench body so that lines C and D 
are not parallel. In that case there would be the claimed included angle. Accordingly the claimed 
invention is not described in conformance with the Statute, since it would always appear possible 
to define the claimed included angle, based on how horizontal line C through the center of the 
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drive portion were drawn. Additionally, the description of fig 4 does not meet the written 
description requirement. It is not clear why force F5 is a smaller reaction force. Also, contrary to 
what is described in the specification, Fig 4 does not show force F6 passing through the bottom 
face of the oblique concave portion or through the ratchet wheel.

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

a. (b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 

use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the applicant's 
own description of the prior art. An imaginary line passing through the center of the drive 
portion in the prior art figures 5-7 can be drawn in such a way that the claimed included angle is 
defined.
